Dear Sir:—I had intended in this 


letter to describe the twin cities of 
St. Paul and Minneapolis but I have 
concluded to defer their considera- 
tion for the present, only saying of 
them that they are rival cities rest- 
ing on the banks of the Mississippi 
river, qriginally some 12 miles apart, 
but now, by the usual corporation ex- 
pansion, are abutting. 


The history of all large cities will 


show that they owe their origin to 
some natural advantages which pre- 
sented attractive facilities for com- 
mercial purposes

Therefore, in this and succeeding 
letters J shall recount the natural 
and physical advantages and influ- 
ential causes in the following order:

In other words, in Pennsylvania, 


the valleys between the mountains 
were the natural outlets for the wa- 
ters with the usual attrition of the 
soil and rocks, while in Minnesota 
the rivers carved their own channels 
out of plans, by erosion alone.

explanation is given to show the dif- 
ferent operating forces in the two 
states.) 


The Father of Waters has its most 


northern source in Lac-de-Biche, or 
Elk lake, which was discovered by 
G. C. Beltrami, an Italian, in 1823. 
In 1832 Henry Schoolcraft, the noted 
Indian explorer and Rev. W. R. Bout- 
well visited it and gave it a new 
name, which it has retained to this 
daj". 
They coined the name Itasca 


from the latin words veritas (truth) 
and caput (head), thus I-tas-ca. 
The head of the river is only about 
150 miles in a direct line from the 
Falls of St. Anthony, but in its tor- 
tuous course it covers 600 miles; 
some persons say 800 miles. 
The 


lake is 1,462 feet above the ocean 
level and 802 feet above the falls. 


The basin or drainage of the Mis- 


sissippi river is estimater at 1,300,- 
000 square miles. It flows for nearly 
3,000 miles before reaching New 
Orleans, where, dividing into two 
streams, it has formed the delta by 
its sedimentation. The average fall 
of the river to the falls is about one 
foot to the mile, aud from the falls 
to the mouth, 2,200 miles, it is 866 
feet, which practicallj makes the 
entire fall from Itasca 1,462, as the 
surface is only a few feet above the

mouth of the Mississippi river was 
under the dominion of Spain and 
France, floated cargoes down the riv- 
er to New Orleans. 
The lower Mis- 


sissippi, especially from St. Louis, 
was .ploughed 
with large 
steam- 


boats many years before a steamboat 
ascended the upper Mississippi. 
Be- 


fore this last period, ordinary canoes 
were used by the Indians, the explor- 
ers and the civil and military officers 
of the U. S. Government for trans- 
portation purposes. Before the con- 
struction of railroads, the Mississippi 
river and its navigable branches af- 
forded great facilities to the sturdy 
pioneers, who came from the far east 
to settle in the far west. 


In 1823 a wonderful event took 


place on the upper Mississippi which 
revolutionized the 
northwest. Ma- 


jor TaJaiferro, Indian Agent, was re- 
turning from Washington and after 
reaching St. Louis he embarked, with 
the above-named Beltrami, on the 
first steamboat for the upper Missis- 
sippi. It was named the Virginia and 
was built in Pittsburg; 22 feet in 
width, 118 feet in length and was in 
charge of Captain Crawford. 
It 


reached Fort Snelling on May 10 and 
was saluted with the discharge of 
cannon. 
The arrival of this vessel 


was an era in the history of the 
Dacotah nation. 


It is said, as the steamboat neared 


the shore, men, women and children 
beheld it with silent astonishment, 
supposing that it was some enormous 
water-spirit, coughing, puffing out hot 
breath and splashing water in every 
direction. When it touched the land- 
ing their fears prevailed and they re- 
treated some distance; but when the 
blowing-off of steam commenced they 
were completely unnerved. Mothers, 
forgetting 
their 
children, 
with 


streaming hair sought hiding-places; 
chiefs, 
renouncing their stoicism, 


scampered away like affrighted ani- 
mals. 
Between May 1823 and May 


1826 fourteen other steamboat loads 
came up to Foi t Snelling. 


On Api 11 13, 1850, the steamboat 


"Anthony Wa> ne" ventured through 
the swift current above Fort Snelling 
and arrived at the Falls of St. An- 
thony. 
Shortly afterward a small 


steamboat was built at the village of 
St. Anthony, above the Falls, and 
placed in the upper river. 
Since 


that, the U. S. Government has erect- 
ed a series of dams and reservoirs 
both below and above the falls, in 
order to keep the river open to navi- 
gation. 


For over fifty years millions upon 


millions of logs have been rafted 
down from the extensive forests in 
the northern part of the state into 
the booms above 
the 
falls. 
The 


river has been the most potent influ- 
ence in building up these cities. 


For history shows that man has at 


all times located himself by the 
banks of rivers, using the waters 
thereof for domestic purposes, mak- 
ing their bosoms the highways of 
commerce and applying the forces of 
their 
currents 
to ameliorate 
his 


labors.

WAR NOlTMMINENT 


Between the United States and Japan 


—Panama Sa;.d to be Analyzed 


For Gold and Precious Metals. 


Washington, D. C., February 4.— 


A number of sensational papers have 
been trying hard to prove the immi- 
nence of war between this country 
and Japan. 
Of course, the public 


school case in San Francisco is still 
unsettled, and there have been, a 
number of Japanese held up recently 
by the immigration inspectors on the 
Pacific coast for violation of the alien 
contract 
labor 
law. 
Altogether 


things are not so placid as they might 
be between this country and Japan, 
and the yellow papers have taken 
pains to magnify every incident and 
to insist that not only is war immi- 
nent, but that both this country and 
Japan 
are 
preparing 
for 
it by 


strengthening 
their 
armies 
and 


navies, and making other prepara- 
tions, for a sanguinary conflict. De- 
nials of these stories have been given 
out both at the White House and the 
War Department, but the mere fact 
that the government took the trouble 
to deny them only served to lend 
them a color of possibility. 


The situation is simple and might 


as well be explained «so that no one 
else will lose sleep over the prospect 
of an immediate yellow invasion. 
Japan has no moi<* idea of war with 
this country than we have a war with 
England. 
Relations have been some- 


what strained, not between the two 
governments, but between the mass 
of the Japanese population and the 
residents of the Pacific slope who re- 
gard the Japanese much as the people 
of the south regard negroes, and who 
want none of them except as laborers 
on the railroads and farm hands. 
Both the government of this country 
and that of Japan are fully alive to 
the situation, and efforts are being 
made now to adjust matters satis- 
factorily by treaty so that there will 
be no Japanese exclusion act passed 
shutting out the japs from this 
country on the same basis as China- 
men are now excluded. 


Much has been made of the re- 


ported activity of the Japanese in 
Hawaii, where it was declared they 
had already perfected" a military or- 
ganization, and were ready to cap- 
ture the island as soon as the signal 
should be given by their-home 
ernment.

tion Sargent has recently returned 
'from 
Hawaii, 
and

prominent 


Hawaiian planter, Lwrin Thurston, is 
now in Washington on business with 
one of the departments. 
Both of 


these gentlemen have given out state- 
ments fully covering the situation in 
Hawaii, and agreeing in all essentia' 
details. 
They say there is a popu- 


lation 
of 
about 
60,000 
in 
the 


Hawaiian islands and that the plant- 
ers there wish there were more. They 
are necessary as field hands and lab- 
orers and are the only source of labor 
supply, as Hawaii is entirely cut of! 
from European immigration. Never- 
theless these Japanese are not allow- 
ed to remain in peace in Hawai 
where they are wanted, but are being 
continually enticed to the Pacific 
coast by immigration agents who 
thrive by hiring them out to the rail-

roads and big ranchmen of California, 
Washington and Oregon. There is a 
scarcity of labor on the coast as there 
is over much of this country just now 
and while the Califormians do not 
want the Japanese m their s.chools 
and do not want to allow them social 
equality, they are glad enough to 
have them as laborers. The disturb- 
ance over the Japanese school ques- 
tion In San Francisco has inflamed 
the minds of the Japanese at home 
and there is, it is true, considerable 
anti-American feeling in Japan, but 
it is the wish and would be to the ad- 
vantage of both countries to allay 
this irritation and if the matter could 
be dropped by the ..ewspapers the 
State Department and the Japanese 
foreign office would have little trou- 
ble in adjusting their differences. 


Orders have, been given by the 


Panama Canal Commission for the 
collection of samples of sand, dirt 
and gravel, from along the line of the 
big ditch and of other points in the 
Canal- Zone with a view to having 
them analyzed in this country to see 
whether there may not be a consider- 
able amount of gold and other valu- 
able minerals dug out in the construc- 
tion of the canal. An effort is being 
made to secure an appropriation ol 
$5,000 to have these analysis made 
at the Jamestown Exposition where 
the government is now putting up 
its apparatus 
for 
the 
analysis of 


"black sand." This black sand work 
has been carried on for two years 
past at Portland, 
Ore., and has 


proved of immense value, allowing 
the separation at a very small cost o; 
gold, platinum, iron ore, zircon and a 
number of the rarer minerals from 
ground hitherto considered worthless. 
It has always been known that there 
was gold on the Isthmus of Panama. 
There are good paying placers that 
have been worked for fifty years in 
Nicaragua, north of the Canal Zone 
and there are almost equally good 
gjld fields to the south. Old records 
show that there were once profitable 
placer workings at the very summit 
of the great Culebra and If the gov- 
ernment finds it possible to recover 
this gold at small expense it may go 
far toward defraying the cost of the 
canal. The Commission is not saying 
much about the investigation, but it 
is being carried on uevertheless and 
should it prove that there is a bonan- 
za in valuable minerals along the line 
of the proposed canal, the Repub- 
lic of Panama and the old French 
construction company will have every 
reason to be very sorry that they ever 
sold out to the United States. 


It is understood that the bassoon 


playing Mayor of San Francisco and 
the Board of Education are coming 
to Washington by invitation of the 
President to have a consultation on 
the question of the Japanese exclu- 
sion from the public schools. 
It is 


believed that the President will cap- 
ture the bunch, at any rate it will 
benefit the Californians to emerge for 
a moment from their occidental pro- 
vincialism.

Useful Hint's 


Hot water taken freely half an 


hour before bedtime is an excellent 
cathartic in the case of constipation, 
while it has a soothing effect upon the 
stomach and bowels. 


Rust may be removed from nickel 


plating by covering the spots with 
mutton tallow and letting it stand 
for several days. 
If this treatment 


is followed by a rubbing with a good 
metal polisher and then- by a thor- 
ough washing with strong ammonia, 
succeeded by clear water, and a final 
polishing with dry whiting, stubborn 
cases will yield. 


Put into turpentine all the gum 


camphor it will - cut and keep in a 
glass-stoppered 
bottle to apply to 


burns. 
It will not only heal severe 


burns, but also will prevent a scar. 


Oilcloth should never be scrubbed; 


if this course be followed the paint 
will quickly be worn off. It should 
first be carefully swept with a soft 
brush to remove all the dust and fluff, 
then wiped with a large soft cloth 
wrung out In tepid (not hot) water 
If it is very dirty it ruay be necessary 
to use a little soft soap, but this 
should be done rarelj-. and on no ac 
count must soda be used. When it is 
dry, wipe over with a cloth or sponge 
dipped in skim milk, which wil 
brighten and preserve the colors and 
give it a polish. After sponging with 
the milk dry with a cloth. 


If a lamp should be overturned, do 


not attempt to put out the flame with 
water, for it will simply spread it. In- 
stead, throw down fljur, sand, garden 
earth or salt, any of which will have 
the desired effect. 


It is worth while to remember 


when heating milk, that if a little 
warm water is poured into the dish 
first it will keep the milk from stick- 
ing to the sides. Milk is more' digest- 
ible if it is allowed to just reach the 
boiling point. 


In buying fish the careful house- 


wjfe selects one that is firm of flesh 
the eyes full, the fins stiff, and the 
gills red. Stale fish are easily detect- 
ed by the dullness ot eye, the flexibil- 
ity of the fins and the soft and flabby 
flesh. 


A simple remedy for iron rust stain 


is to be found in common cream of 
tartar. 
If this is sprinkled on the 


stain and the damaged goods then al- 
lowed to remain in the sun for a little 
time the spot will be found to have 
disappeared. 
If the first application 


should prove unsuccessful a seconc 
will be almost sure to remove the 
stain.

circumstances, failed to turn up the 
Electric Light Company would now 
be charged with having driven the 
gas people away. Happily these con- 
ditions did not exist; 
the Bedford 


Gas Company had an open stream and 
favorable winds but their canoe has 
not yet pulled into port within sight 
of Old Fort Bedford. 
There are 


many citizens who would be glad to 
see a gas company come to Bedford, 
in tact we know of no opposition from 
any source. 
If it does not materialize 


it will be because it is not a feasible 
business proposition and not because 
its progress in securing the desired 
franchise was in any way retarded by 
either the Council or the Electric 
Light Company. The February meet- 
ing of the town council wa& worthj a 
body of men who have in charge the 
borough's attairs, and in thia respoct

Fox's Capitol Park extension bill was 
reported out of the Senate Appropria- 
tions Committee, of which Senator 
Crawford of Allegheny is chairman, 
yesterday, the report being made by 
Senator Stineman of Cambria. 
The 


bill was reported as committed and 
was placed on the first reading calen- 
dar. 


It is likely that when the bill is on 


second reading it will be amended so 
that not more than $500,000 each 
year during 1908, 1909 and 1910, the 
remaining $100,000 of the $1,600,- 
000 carried in the bill to be spent in 
1911, the bill providing that the com- 
mission shall cease to exist that year. 
Some legislators think that the com- 
mission should be restricted to half- 
a-million a year. 
Senator Fox said 


last night that he Is willing to have 
these amendments made.

. ers and completing a revolution in 


nearly 12 hours. 
The sixth and 


seventh revolve at a distance greater

about their orbits or periods, it is 
]\nown that their periods and dis- 
tances "are nearly the same, insomuch 
that some astronomers consider them 
twins that originated at the same

KKOWNSVILrLK AFFAIR 


Being Investigated by Senate 
Com- 


mittee on Military Affairs. 


The investigation by the Senate 


Committee on Military Affairs of the 
Brownsville 
affray 
was begun on 


Monday. A score ot negro soldiers of 
the Twenty-fifth Intantry, discharged 
from the army without honor because 
of their alleged participation in the 
shooting, were in attendance. 


Attorneys were barred from the 


committee room. 
It is understood 


that Senator Foraker, author of the 
resolution of inquiry, will look after 
the interests of the men if they are 
placed m jeopardy. 


The witness said that when the 


company formed Captain Lyons was 
present and called the roll and pei- 
sonally counted his men and that 
none were absent. He said that no 
person had joined the company after 
the formation and he declaied that 
no men could have fired from in the 
barracks without having been detect- 
ed. He told of the patrol of the town 
by Company D and the fact that no 
soldiers were found in the town and 
finally he told of the return from the 
patrol and the surrender of arms and 
the locking of the arms in the racks. 
The inspection of guns on the follow- 
ing morning was explained. It was 
found, he said, that none of the guns 
had been used, or if they had been 
they were cleaned over night. 


Sergeant Harris was closely ques- 


tioned regarding the time required to

Th". ox team, the flat 
boat, the prairie schooner and the 
log-cabin will some day become in- 
vested with the halo of the golden 
west. 
Immigration ' has become al- 


most a science, whole cities are pick- 
ed up and moved west bodily. With 
respect to the productive capacity of 
Oregon, accounts so glowing as to ex- 
cite incredulity have sometimes found 
their way into the eastern papers. 
Yet in truth the frozen facts are more 
enlisting the attention and the indus- 
try of shrewd and far-seeing men. 


> The state is not a paradise and it 
has its drawbacks, but the general 
opinion of capable observers is that it 
is 
conspicuous 
among 
American 


states for ability to supply all the 
needs of civilized men. The great 
fact is its variety of resources; sub- 
stantially every industry possible to a 
temperate 
climate 
is 
represented 


here. 
Most remarkable to eastern 


readers is the yield of an acre of 
Oregon timber lands. 
A single acre 


has been known to produce five hun- 
dred thousand feet and one tree has 
yielded fifty thousand feet. There is 
poetry as well as dollars in a forest 
like this, but of the latter feature 
only the lumberman think. 
For 


twenty years the Columbia river fur- 
nished annually from tour Hundred 
to six hundred and fifty thousand 
eases of canned salmon.

California was supposed to be the 
natural center of our western fron- 
tier.

nificent location and resources of that 
state but it is true that Oregon and 
Washington are gaining on California 
by leaps and bounds. It sounds ex- 
travagant now but sober and cool 
headed business men familiar with 
the fact believe that Portland and 
Seattle hold the key to the future 
commerce of the world.

from the train, street or hotel which 
are the main points of observation for 
the ordinary passer-tbrough.

Human nature loves the 


marvelous and bids good-bye to the 
common-place after it crosses the 
Mississippi. The truth is that a trav- 
eler to any country is most likely to 
see the worst and is often unaware 
that the very same thing exists down 
the back alley of the town he lives in 
—some other social stratum than his 
own. 
Of all that group of states 


carved out of the majestic wilderness 
no one now excites a deeper interest 
than Oregon. 


California in general

a certain time they would see his arm 
stretched out over the sky on- fire; 
that he was going to Detroit to pre- 
pare for their 
rising 
against the 


Americans. 
When the proper time 


came he would strike the ground 
with his foot so hard that he would 
shake down the houses in their head 
city. 


He left the Creeks, and at the time 


when he promised 
to strike the 


ground • strange- to say, came the 
earthquake. All the territory border- 
ing on the Gulf was agitated. 
The 


ground of Alabama trembled violent- 
ly, and from the earth came terrify- 
ing rumblings and groans. 


At the same time the comet appear- 


ed in the heavens. 
This was too 


much for the superstitious Creeks. 
They rose to a man, and after two 
years of desperate fighting were a 
defeated nation. 


Tecumseh was killed in the battle 


on the Tkames, in Canada, October 5, 
1813. He was carried off the field by 
his followers, and buried no one 
knows where.

The argument for government own 


ership of railroads in the United 
States has usually been based upon 
the view that these highways of com- 
merce are of public necessity and 
should be placed under public control 
to insure to the citizen an equality 
of advantage in their use. The prin- 
cipal argument against such govern- 
mental ownership has been the su- 
perior practical efficiency of private 
direction and management.

They will

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MINE DISASTER 


An Explosion in Thomas, AY. Va., 


Caused Loss of 1(1 Lives. 


A serious explosion, resulting in 


the death of 16 miners, occured at 
6:35 o'clock Monday morning in 
Mine No. 25 of the Davis Coal and 
Coke Company at Thomas, W. Va. It 
is presumed that gas caused the explo- 
sion. The rescue work was begun and 
up to 8 o'clock that night eight bodies 
had been removed, all being Italian 
or Lithunian miners. 
D. R. Jones, 


superintendent of the plant, lost his 
life while 
Leading a rescue party 


through the mine, having been over- 
dome by gas. 


Only thirty days ago the mine was 


officially inspected and pronounced to 
be in excellent condition. There were 
occasional traces of gas, but never in 
sufficient quantities to require the use 
of protected lamps. 


The mine,, which is a small drift 


opening, with a working force not 
exceeding one hundred men, is equip- 
ped with modern ventilating and 
safety machinery. 
This machinery 


escaped injury and the ventilating ap- 
pliances were kept in constant opera- 
tion. 
The damage to the mine is of 


small 
consequence, 
the 
explosion 


wreaking vengeance upon the few 
miners within, rather than upon the 
mine itself.
